The first consideration is the archi' 
tecture of the home whether it is to 
cost $3,000 or $23,000, the lines can 
be beautiful, built for practical house' 
keeping and comfort. The “Better 
Homes Campaign" is being put on to 


encourage people to own homes, no 
matter how humble, and to suggest 
how to turnish them in as attractive 
manner as possible but not always in 
an expensive manner.

Coach Frank has a reputation unex' 
celled by any other man in the west. 
He is well known for his ability as an 
athletic trainer and director. A fit' 
ting example of his marvelous ability 
as a coach was his success last year, 
with a limited number of men at Pa' 
cific University, defeating such large 
institutions as the University of Mon' 
tana and holding the Oregon Agricub 
tural College to a 12-0 score. 

A graduate of Coe College, Iowa, 
Mr. Frank was a lieutenant in the 
field artillery during the war. While 
in the army he also served in the 
capacity of physical director for Camp 
Cody, training thousands of soldiers 
in all the major sports. 

In 1020-21 the University of Ore' 
gon called Coach Frank to be in' 
sV actor of physical training in that 
institution. Since 1921 he has served 
as head of physical education depart' 
ment of Pacific University.

of the Alblowa conference teams in 
major sports. 

Some exceptionally creditable re' 
ports have been received at the cob 
lege concerning this man's ability as 
a football coach.

His system of football is 
largely his own. His manner of deab 
ing with his men always wins their 
confidence, admiration and respect.
